IN STOCKHOLM 


^vedish Capital Boom­ 
ing, Many Working 
and Shops Busy 


Stockholm— Stockholm In 1938 
Is th® Stockholm of 1928, only a 
little more so. 
Slightly richer, somewhat sleek­ 
er and a bit more crowded with 
new American cars, It is still the 
samfc old boom town 
with 
the 
same old mentality of self-content­ 
ment and the same old habit of 
living almost too well for Its own 
good. 
A new bridge over Lake Mae- 
laren, a few handsome new office 
buildings 
on 
Vasagatan, 
Norr- 
malmtorg and Kungsgatan 
and 
several new objects on the distant 
skyline show that 
the 
builders 
have been busy. 
There 
is 
also 
Slussen, 
Stockholm’s 
traditional 
traffic trap, now converted into a 
modern maze 
of 
well-regulated 
driveways 
connecting 
Soeder, 
Oamla Stan and the center of the 
city. But these can be regarded as 
nothing but the inevitable works 
of time. 
Otherwise the old place 
Is just about the same. 
On the terrace of Bernssalonger, 
listening to the music of the Royal 
Gotland Infantry 
Regiment, 
sit 
200 persons potting away “OP,” 
smorgasbord and kraeftor in pro- 
^Ugious amounts. 
Even at Oper- 
vWaellaren, still the 
fanciest 
of 
Stockholm’s 
restaurants, 
more 
opulent citizens and 
the 
usual 
American tourists do the 
same, 
without the music. 
Hasselbacken 
and Bellmansro out on Djurgaar- 
den arrangements and the latter, 
now grown proud, no longer has 
hostesses. 
All are jammed. 
Shops Crowded 
Stockholm’s shops were never so 
full of customers and of glittering 
Orrefors, pewter and other rare 
things to attract them. 
Business, 
according to the merchants them­ 
selves, has never been better. 
Sweden, as a matter of fact, is 
still wallowing in a boom which 
has been going on 
without 
any 
serious slackening for more than 
two years. 
Just as the last great 
depression failed to hit 
Sweden 
until the last minute, and 
then 
did so only with moderate force, 
so the present 
“recession” 
has 
failed to have a 
serious 
effect 
here long after Its 
development 
elsewhere. 
And the same old explanation 
holds good. 
Sweden has a small 
population of about 6,300,000 peo­ 
ple. unlimited supplies of timber 
and iron ore and electric power, a 
highly skilled industry and a com­ 
petent group of workers and di­ 
rectors. 
Even in times of depres­ 
sion Swedish products are needed 
by all of the principal European 
^countries in large quantities. 
At 
^ t h e present moment the rearma­ 
ment craze bas more than offset 
the deterioration in Swedish for­ 
eign trade which might have re­ 
sulted from the depression. 
The measure of Sweden’s pros­ 
perity in this period of world "re­ 
cession” is demonstrated 
by 
a 
hundred different indices. 
Only 
the fact that there is a “recession” 
elsewhere and minor setbacks in 
ndivldual industries cast shadows 
>n the picture. 
Retail Sales High 
Swedish retail sales are at one 
of their highest levels in history 
and sales of “class” goods are In 
many cases the best eyer recorded. 
During the first half of this year 
Swedes bought 25 per cent more 
automobiles than they did during 
the first half of 1937, when an 
•11-time record was set. 
Building 
activity, which is Important to a 
multitude of aubeidiary industries, 
is now at an all-time high. 
By 
the end of *4ay registered unem­ 
ployment had sunk to 12,463, com­ 
pared to 15,840 during the boom 
spring of 1937, while trade union 
unemployment, which is register­ 
ed separately, affected only about 
IO per cent of the union members. 
Swedish exports during the first 
half of this year were valued at 
878,198,000 
kronor 
($219,560,- 
000), compared 
to 
840,719,000 
kronor ($210,180,000) during the 
first half of prosperous 1937. Im­ 
ports, at the same time, were re- 
A d u c e d from 998,777,000 
kronor 
^ 
$249,899,000) to 988,888,000 kro­ 
nor $242,222,000) 
between 
the 
two periods. 
Sweden's 
passive 
trade balance, which is more than 
offset by earnings abroad, 
was 
thus reduced by about 
$14,600,- 
000. 
Government revenue this year 
wee well above revenue for last 
year and there should be little dif­ 
ficulty Sn balancing the ordinary 
budget. 
The gold reserve of the 
Rthshanh had Increased to 815,- 
000,000 kronor ($162,760,000) by 
the middle of this year, while Its 
foreign exchange holdings 
were 
approximately 814,000,000 kronor 
$ ( 208,660,00# ). 
Swedes have al­ 
most 
forgotten 
the 
depression 
days .when a dearth of foreign 
exchange forced the government 
to Snippet exchange restrictions. 
Some Industries Suffer 
While e number of industries 
have suffered 
slight 
recessions 
since the peak of October and No­ 
vember, 1937, the only great in­ 
dustries which are 
having 
real 
difficulties are the timber, 
pulp 
and paper manufacturers, all

which have been affected by weak­ 
ening demand, lower prices 
and 
rigid export 
quotas 
voluntarily

imposed by international produc­ 
t s ere’ organisations. 
Otherwise the 
picture is still bright, if not posi­ 
tively brilliant.

Marijuana Worth $5,000 
Destroyed By Police As 
Escanaba Campaign Ends 


A 
truckload 
of 
marijuana 
which 
police 
estimated 
to 
be 
worth $5,000 if rolled into “reef­ 
ers” and sold in the illicit mar­ 
ket, was burned by a city crew 
under the direction of the police 
department 
yesterday 
morning. 
Only a few small boys 
were 
on 
hand to watch as the supply 
the 
dangerous narcotic went 
up 
in 
smoke. 
The weed was collected by the 
police department in the current 
campaign to clean up marijuana 
patches throughout the city. 
The 
growing season for the weed is 
now ended, and the 
first 
killing 
frost will soon take the hemp or 
hashish, as it is sometimes called. 
The smoke from the 
pyre 
on 
which it was consumed was safe 
enough as the 
wind 
carried 
it 
along the shore 
off 
Ludington 
park* but estimated millions of 
dollars damage is done 
in 
this 
country each year 
through 
the 
smoking of the weed. Authorities 
agree that it is one of the most 
dangerous of all 
the 
narcotics 
which are known to be 
in 
use 
Easily raised and converted into a 
form in- which it can be consumed, 
marijuana 
has 
become 
“public 
enemy number one” on the list 
of the federal 
narcotics 
depart­ 
ment. 
Marijuana is not and never has 
been a serious social menace in 
this part of the state, according 
to medical authorities, 
but be­ 
cause the use of the drug is on 
the increase in all parts of the 
country, the federal government 
has undertaken a great campaign 
to stamp out marijuana as an en­ 
slaving drug and bring the grow­ 
ing of the hemp plant, from which 
marijuana derives, 
under strict 
control. 
That there is plenty of the wild 
hemp growing in the 
Escanaba 
community Is an established fact, 
for the plant from which mariju­ 
ana 
is 
derived 
blossoms 
and 
thrives as a weed on hundreds of 
thousands of vacant city, village 
and farm lots. 
In Wisconsin, many fields of 
hemp are legitimately cultivated, 
according to the department of in­ 
ternal revenue. Farmers must pay 
a $1 a year license fee to raise 
hemp. The mature crop is cut on 
the fields and sent to the mills 
to have the fiber extracted. Farm­ 
ers licensed to raise hemp are re­ 
quired to report annually to the 
federal government on the dispos­ 
ition of their crop. 
Dangerous In Wild State 
It is in the wild state that hemp 
is dangerous, for it can be found 
any place in which weeds 
will 
grow. Farmers, for the most part, 
do not know the power 
of 
the 
weed 
and 
on 
old 
established 
farms, have grown used to seeing 
it 
around. 
The danger is still 
there, according to federal men, 
and it is to teach farmers of the 
power of the wild hemp and 
to 
have city and 
village 
officials 
clean it from vacant lots, that the 
new drive has been started. 
The 
wild 
hemp from which 
marijuana is derived is described 
as follows: 
It 
grows 
tall. 
The stalk is 
straight 
and 
tough. 
Branches 
come out on exactly alternate op­ 
posite sides of the stalk; 
alter­ 
nating sides for the next pair of 
branches. The leaves are divided 
at the base. Each leaf consists of 
from five to eleven leaflets. The 
edges of the leaflets are notched, 
like the teeth of a saw. The color 
la a deep green. 
Flowers or seeds form In clus­ 
ters at the axis of the leaves. The 
flowers are greenish colored. Seed 
forms abundantly after flowering. 
The leaves are long and narrow. 
The plant has a disagreeable odor 
when green which is not present 
when the leaves have dried.

They come to the farm­ 
er’s land, cut down the innocent 
looking weed, pile the stalks in 
the car and take them to a dope 
den where they are treated and 
sold. 
Medical Man Explains Effect 
“ Marijuana 
n a rco tizes 
the 
higher psychic centers.” says one 
medical man. ‘‘It breaks down the 
inhibitions, making the user think 
he is a whale of a fellow 
both 
mentally and physically, potent in 
every way. Actually it adds noth­ 
ing at all to his powers; it merely 
makes him forget his weaknesses 
and feel extremely ‘high.’ 
From 
this state the user comes gradual­ 
ly to the reactive period, when he 
feels ‘low,’ just as ‘low’ and de­ 
pressed as he felt ‘high’ and ex­ 
hilarated while the 
drug 
was 
working. 
“This period of terrible depres­ 
sion is the basis of addiction, for 
it is then that 
the 
user 
most 
craves another ‘reefer,’ 
as 
the 
cigarets are called, to make him 
feel ‘high’ again. The use of mari­ 
juana 
has an unmistakable de­ 
moralizing effect; mental, 
moral 
and physical. A great danger of 
marijuana is that morons and per­ 
sons of low mentality are 
most 
easily addicted. You can see what 
is likely to happen from breaking 
down the Inhibitions of a person 
who already has 
antisocial 
or 
criminal tendencies.” 
The use of marijuana is as old 
as antiquity. It long has been a 
devastating narcotic in India and 
the near east, where it still is 
known under the Arabic name of 
hashish, the term from which our 
English word assassin is said to 
have been derived.. Orientals not 
only smoke it, but also drink it in 
the form of “ghang” and chew it 
in the form of “madjoon.” Arab 
marijuana smugglers still hustle 
the drug across the Arabian des­ 
ert by camel caravans as they did 
in the days of the Roman empire.

Blue 
Water Bridge across St. Clair riv­ 
er, between Port Huron, Michigan 
and Sarnia, Ontario, forming an­ 
other link in the bonds of friend­ 
ship between the 
United 
States 
and Canada, will be dedicated and 
opened to traffic October 8, V. B. 
Steinbaugh, chairman of the State 
Bridge Commission of 
Michigan, 
announced today. 
Governor 
Frank 
Murphy 
of 
Michigan and Prime Minister Mit­ 
chell F. Hepburn of Ontario 
will 
give the dedication addresses and 
cut the ribbon in the center of the 
bridge to officially open the In­ 
ternational span on a new short 
route from the middle west to the 
East. 
Michigan and Ontario will join 
with Port 
Huron, 
Sarnia 
and 
Point Edward, Ontario, where the 
bridge 
first 
touches 
Canadian 
soil, in a huge celebration to mark 
the opening of the 
Blue 
Water 
bridge. The celebration will open 
Friday night, October 7, with the 
Coronation of Miss Judy Dunford, 
Port Huron, as 
“ Miss Blue Wa­ 
ter”. The queen and her court of 
28 Michigan beauty queens, 
will 
rule over the festivities 
of 
the 
celebration. A queens’ ball will he 
in connection with the coronation. 
Premier Hepburn and 
Governor 
Murphy will be the chief guests. 
A newspapermen’s preview 
party 
will be held at the American Plaza 
of the bridge Friday night. 
The Blue Water bridge cost $3,- 
250,000 and was built by Michi­ 
gan and Ontario with the finan­ 
cial assistance of the 
Canadian 
and United States 
Governments 
ments and by the 
State 
Bridge 
Commission 
of 
Michigan.

main span was built by the com­ 
mission from proceeds of a bond 
issue.

MENOMINEE’S CONVENTION 
In contrast with the 
complete 
harmony shown by the Republican 
party in its selection of a County 
Committee, the ill-advised and un­ 
precedented action led by a 
few 
W.P.A. officials 
at 
yesterday’s 
Democratic Convention is 
Indeed 
unfortunate for the welfare of the 
party. Had these W.P.A. officials 
sought legal aid, they would have 
been properly advised 
that 
the 
only 
unction of the 
convention 
was to select 
delegates 
to 
the 
State Convention. 
The 
election 
law, Section 2916 Compiled Laws 
of 1929, requires the candidates 
for County office, together with 
the candidate for State Senator, 
to meet within ten days following 
their nomination and 
select 
a 
County Committee and its Chair­ 
man and Secretary. 
This section 
of the law was clearly interpreted 
by the then Democratic Attorney 
General P. H. O’Brien to the Sec­ 
retary of the Bay County Demo­ 
cratic Committee on January 30, 
1933, wherein he shows it to 
be 
not only the right but the duty of 
the County candidates to select a 
County Committee. This proced­ 
ure was recognized by the 
four 
who attended that meeting and re­ 
fused to vote because outnumber­ 
ed. They further recognized this 
law by the attempt made by cer­ 
tain W.P.A. officials to secure the 
vote of “Chubby” Smith, Demo­ 
cratic candidate for surveyor,

to carry the logs down to sawmill 
towms. 
Around the red-hot stove 
in the 
bunk 
shanty, 
gathered 
about the “deaconseat,” the yarns 
about Paul and Babe, the 
Blue 
Ox— his inseparable companion— 
were told and retold, polished and 
developed, until they grew into a 
folk-tale of the lumbering indus­ 
try that, traveled westward with 
the frontier. 
When they had reached the P a­ 
cific coast the chroniclers of Paul 
first began to write of 
his 
ex­ 
ploits, but Stevens says, he does 
not belong to the 
west. 
After 
lum bering was over in Michigan, 
that is, after the “ big drive days," 
Paul moved on with the loggers. 
^ 
But his home is in the Michigan 
A 
woods. 
A union of French braggadocio 
with Irish fancy and sly hum or ac­ 
count for the legends 
of 
Paul, 
Stevens believes. 
The Irish lum ­ 
berjacks 
probably 
heard 
their 
French companions tell of a "P au l 
Bunyon" who fought under Papi- 
neau against the queen's troops. 
They admired him and legends be­ 
gan to grow up around his name. 
Paul Bunyan never 
came 
to 
town, said Stevens. 
That is why 
there has never been at any time 
much interest in him in the large 
commercial centers of lumbering. 
Paul lived in the deep woods, by 
the fires of the bunk shanties. 
"Paul is still much alive in the 
upper peninsula," Stevens 
says. 
The Upper Peninsula Development 
bureau prints a column of 
Paul 
Bunyan stories in Its 
magaslne, 
and at Blaney the W isconsin land 
and Lumber company has a Paul 
Bunyan camp, a museum of 
the 
old-time industry. 
"Although I am 
a 
westerner 
m yself,” Stevens says, "I have to 
admit, after exhaustive research, 
that Paul was a pine woods rover 
of the Lake states.

FEDERAL GAME 
FUND USE SET 


Wildlife Restoration Is 
Object in Two Down­ 
state Projects 


Lansing— Acquisition of 
lands 
for the wildlife restoration work 
which will be made possible 
by 
federal and state funds will be 
started by the game division of 
the department of conservation as 
soon as the money becomes avail­ 
able. 
Under the provisions 
of 
the 
Pittman-Robertson act, 
Michigan 
will receive approximately 
$45,- 
000 from federal taxes on 
fire­ 
arms. and $15,000 from the state. 
Only 75 percent of the federal al­ 
lotment will be available until af- 
• ter the number of hunting licenses 
sold this year is known, the size 
if the grant to each state being 
determined in part by that figure. 
A plan of apportionment 
pro­ 
posed by the game division, 
by 
which 60 to 70 per cent would 
co for land acquisition, 20 percent 
for restoration and improvement 
of the land and IO to 20 percent 
for research and overhead, 
was 
approved this month by the con­ 
servation commission. 
Study Raccoon 
As outlined in the recommen­ 
dations to the commission, H. D. 
Ruhl, chief of the game division, 
plans to direct the land acquisi­ 
tion program first to two areas, 
one around Rose lake near Lan­ 
sing where a farm-game manage­ 
ment experimental 
project 
has 
just been started, and the other 
in the " th u m b ” 
district. 
The 
Rose Lake area is regarded as de­ 
sirable because of its 
proximity 
both to the department’s Lansing 
headquarters and 
to 
Michigan 
Btate college, which will partici­ 
pate with the department and the 
soil conservation service in experi­ 
mental work there. The ‘‘Thumb” 
district was recommended because 
of its proximity to large 
urban 
centers and because it 
is 
sub­ 
marginal land favorable to wild­ 
life. 
Proposed research projects in­ 
clude a study of the raccoon prob­ 
l e m and experiments in cover im­ 
provement, erosion control,

duck stamps at your favorite post 
office will not be accepted as a 
good exuse for not having one this 
duck hunting season, according to 
information received from the U. 
S. Biological survey by ll. R. Say­ 
re. chief of the field administra 
tion division of the department of 
conservation. 
The duck stamps have been on 
sale since July I and any duck 
hunter found without one will be 
prosecuted 
The federal authori­ 
se ties believe 
that 
hunters 
have 
been given ample opportunity to 
procure the stamps and

know the requirements since the 
duck stamp act will, 
with 
this 
season, have been in effect 
five 
years 
In the past. shortages in 
the supply of stamps led to the

FIRST GET DUCK 


After Game Is Bagged, 
Preparing Tasty Dish 
Is Rather Simple

"Duck soup" is something more 
t h a n a synonym for the best 
of 
anything. 
Frankly, 
I 
prefer 
squirrel soup to duck soup, it pos­ 
sesses a finer flavor, a 
greater 
kick 
However, whether the mak- 
in’s are duck, rabbit, or squirrel, 
the first step is to 
secure 
the 
duck, rabbit or squirrel. 
Y’ou re­ 
member the famous 
recipe 
for 
making a Welsh rabbit, "First get 
your rabbit ” 
Well, when I say 
soup, I mean soup. 
None of your 
thin, trickly appetizers with 
no 
more body than flavor; but a real 
honest-to-gosh 
meal 
that 
will 
warm the cockles of your 
heart 
and stick to your ribs. Remember, 
when I say squirrel, it means any 
variety of game. 
Making Ready for the Pot 
You take two or more squirrels, 
more according to the size of the 
party 
Dress 
carefully, 
being 
sure to open all 
shot 
or 
rifle 
bruises, slitting 
with 
a 
sharp 
knife. 
Dismember the bodies, and 
soak them over-night iii salt wa­ 
ter, lr time allows. 
Remember, 
soaking in salt water removes any 
clotted blood. 
Place in cold wa­ 
ter, aud hang over a slow 
fire. 
When m e water comes to a boil, 
simmer slowly, removing any scum 
which rises to the surface. 
Boil 
until meat will slip 
from 
the 
bones easily. 
No 
necessity 
for 
having bones In your soup unless 
pressed for time or lazy. 
What 
you are after is the wild 
game 
flavor, furthermore, teeth 
make 
poor strainers. 
Tile Added Flavor 
What shall we put in the soup 
for body? 
Anything in the way 
of left-over vegetables, or if 
no 
left-overs, boil some potatoes un­ 
til thoroughly 
cooked, 
carrots, 
turnips, onions, in fact almost auy 


I vegetable. 
You 
can 
cook 
the 
I vegetables with the meat if rushed 
for time, but the soup will have 
I a better flavor if you can allow 
I the meat to stand iu the broth 
I over night 
Almost anything can go into a 
soup. the more the better. 
Did I 
not say that soup makes a whole 
meal? 
Make it thick. 
Boil some 
rice until thoroughly cooked and 
put in a liberal quantity. 
You 
can thicken with flour, 
lacking 
the rice. 
Rub the flour 
to 
a 
smooth paste in “shortening,” or 
better, sweet butter, and stir 
in 
quickly, 
('are must be exercised 
or you will have lumps. 
It is surprising how delightfully 
flavored a game-soup can he. and 
as has been said, almost anything 
can go in. 
Tt makes little differ­ 
ence what . irtieular meat forms 
the basis, though

personally 
have

strong 
p r e d i c t i o n for 
squirrel, which may seem to some 
strong 
You 
see, 
we 
require 
“strong” meat to make a stout

One should, when in camp,

PREPARE FOR DUCK 
SHOOTING NOW 
Now is the time to prepare for 
duck hunting while the day# are 
still warm. 
The decoys will 
be 
needing a new coat of paint, an­ 
chors and anchor-lines will need 
renewing. 
It is much easier 
to 
put that duck-boat 
into 
shape 
now once the work is started and 
it is always surprising how much 
a little pre-season activity 
peps 
one up for the opening day. 
If a 
good supply of rushes or similar 
material is cut now and fashioned 
into blind material a lot of finger 
numbing work will he saved in 
the early mornings later. 


CARE NEEDED TO 
AVOID ACCIDENTS 
With the accident record of last 
year, the year before and every 
year before that on hack to Paul 
Runyan’s day, it would seem that 
hunters would heed warnings and 
come home from their field trips 
safe and sound. 
Maybe it is hu­ 
man nature, but sad to say, while 
most hunters will return with a 
whole skin; all too many will re­ 
turn with a hole in their skin or 
in the skin of a hunting compan­ 
ion. 
The way YOU return is pretty 
much up to you, for behind almost 
every hunting accident involving 
firearms lies carelessness of one 
sort or another. 
Of course the 
carelessness may be the fault of 
someone else and you may be the 
one to get the hole in the skin. 
The way to avoid that Is not to 
hunt with careless chaps. 
Essentially, accidental shootings 
are the result of a 
gun 
being 
pointed where it should not be. 
The first and most important rule 
of safety with firearms is; do not 
point a gun at any person you do 
not intend to shoot. 
Guns that 
are “not loaded” shoot the most 
persons accidentally.

Lord Runciman persuaded the 
Czechoslovak government greatly 
to weaken that state by making 
concessions to the minority groups 
which would decentralize the gov­ 
ernm ent.

All the concessions were made 
to show good will toward Great

slovakia’s allies from having to go 
to war to save her. It was known, 
it was announced, that Lord Run­ 
ciman believed these were all the 
concessions which any

-tate could decently be asked 
to 
make.

:ommendations were rejected by 
Hitler— that is to say by the head 
of an outside state. 
And now Great Britain took up 
the ultimatum from Hitler with­

sven collaborated. 
And G reat B ritain and France,

Farm Begins Spud 
Digging On Monday 


Potato digging 
operations 
at 
Old Orchard Farm, 
the 
Daily 
Press experim ental farm at Flat 
Rock, w ill be started on Monday. 
T he digging equipment was tried 
out and tuned up yesterday and 
early on Monday m orning the po­ 
tato harvest w ill be on and w ill 
probably consum e four or five 
days. 
The ten acre plot in which the 
potato crop of this year w as plant­ 
ed. was prepared, first by inten­ 
sive w orking of the ground with 
a qua ck grass puller last sum m er. 
Portions of this field had not been 
plowed fo rmany years and w ere a 
solid m at of quack grass roots. 
T hese w ere brought to the surface 
by the puller, w here they w ere al­ 
low ed to dry and rot in th e sun. 
Late in A ugust of last year the 
rotted quack w as plowed under 
and rye waa sow ed in the field, 
to be plow ed a n d e r u n turn this 
spring when It bad reached an av­ 
erage h eigh t of 18 inches. 
The* 
rye crop served the double pur­ 
pose o f providing late fall and 
early spring pasture, as well as a 
much needed supply of hum us in 
the soiL 
Because 
of 
ft late and wet 
spring the preparation of the soil 
for its crop Of potatoes this year 
was delayed sod continually In­ 
terrupted, with th e result that the 
seed was not placed in the ground 
until late in May. A standard com­ 
mercial fertiliser far potatoes was 
placed in the ground at planting 
time and in spite of*late planting, 
the crop m ade most satisfactory 
progress, 
As th e fteM had been signed up 
w ith the M ichigan Crop Improve­ 
m ent association for th e growing 
of certified seed, a carefully pre­ 
pared plan of disease, bug. hopper 
and plant lice prevention, was fol­ 
lowed through the season which 
required seven spray treatm ents. 
ae well as the usual cultivation 
Periodic inspections were m ade of 
the field by officials of the Crop 
im provem ent 
association 
and 
their instructions were carefully 
followed. During the latter part of 
th e seuson the field was “ ro w e d ” 
each week for the potato disease 
known as black leg. (This means 
that a trained man walked forth 
and back, between two rows of 
potatoes in the field and all suspi­ 
cious looking plants were pulled 
and the potatoes u n d er the plant 
dug and carried from the field).

seems well matured, free of seal) 
and employes of the farm, who I 
have carefully cared for the trop.
